Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 6,618,264 B2 to Megason et al. Megason teaches a fastening unit comprising a 
seat (42) and at least one pressing member (52). The seat is adapted to be mounted on 
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the frame and has at least two parallel mounting walls (not numbered) that define a 
mounting space (22) there between. The mounting space is adapted to receive a portion 
of one of the brackets (54). The at least one pressing member (52) has a pressing part 
(64,80) that is disposed in the mounting space and that is pivoted to the mounting walls 
so as to be rotatable relative to the seat between a pressing position and a releasing 
position. The pressing position is obtained such that the pressing part is adapted to 
press the portion of the one of the brackets against the frame. The releasing position is 
obtained such that the pressing part is adapted to be moved away from the portion of 
the one of the brackets. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. Swindler 5,317,483; Hastings 5,822,196 and Han 5,989,043 
teach a rotatable latching mechanism for securing an object therein.
